2 Ags of the eud of July 1949 the strength of the SNB border 
stations was about 40 percent of the authorized strength. 
Prior to this date an intensive recruiting campsign had 
been in force with the intention of bringing the SNS 
strength up to TYO. The failure of this campaign was 
jiargely caused by the lethargy cf SNB officers of the 
lower grades, who were supposed to carry the actnal burden 
or recruitment. The total result of the campaign was that 
uehe oumbers of new recruits were unable to balance the 
aumbers of resignations. pensions discharges, and arrests 
which were drawing off old members of the SNB. 


At the time that border post personnel are withdrawn , 
completely new units will be installed. These units wili 
be composed of recruits drafted for the Army but assigned 
1c ibe SNR who will wear SNB uniferms and insignia of 
yank. Yhe strength af these units will be greater than 
that of the present SNB border units. The new personnel 
wiil be drafted for a term of two years At the end of 
“heir term, those who have proved themselves will be 
allowed to enter the SNB; the others will he discmrged 
in the normal fashion. :
